SEED GRAIN, . 

The notice of the government’s in- 

tenticn to purchase 50,000 bushels of 
sei grain for distribution in Northern 
Alberta is of more than ordinary in- 
terest to the public here. Not only be- 
cause the grain is to be distributed in 
this region, but hkecause there is a 
chance of a large part of it being pur- 
chased here as well. All that the 
farmers or dealers here ask in this mat- 
ter is fair play and on its face the notice 
looks like fair play all around. If Ed- 
monton men cannot supply the grain of 
as good quality and as cheaply as any- 
one else the government would be | 
justified in procuring it elsewhere. | 
Evidently the government has no in- 
tention of goingein for fancy verieties 
or special qualities of seed, but they 
want good sound clean grain. Itisa 
well known fact that a great deal of 
the good seed grain of this district is 
stillin farmers’ hands,and it was; hoped 
that the government would see fit to 
arrauge matters so that this grain could 
be supplied direct to the government. 
Clearly it is not intended that this 
shall be done. The requirement 
that all quantities under a car lot must 
be sacked, while car loads may be 
furnished in bulk is directly against 
the local farmer, generally having less 
than a car lot, who,if he tendered would 
be put to the extra expense of sacking 
as against his eastern competitor »rho 
is allowed to deliver in bulk. And it 
is hard to see why it is not necessary to 
have all the grain sacked, for the sake 
of convenience in delivery to the parties 
requiring it. The Edmonton tender 
also included St, Albert and no dis- 
tinction is made between delivery on 
the north or south side of the river. 
The eastern dealer would find it a great 
hardship if when tendering for delivery 
at Edmonton he were compelled to haul 
across the river from the station. Just 
so the north sfde farmer or dealer 
tendering would feel it to be a_hard- 
ship to have to deliver at the railway 
station grain that would be required 
north of the river. For besides the 
cost and difficulty of the haul across is 
the further difficulty connected with 
the crossing of the river at a time when 
it may be impossible to cross, The 
bulk of the relief grain asked for north 
of the river will go to St. Albert, and 
it seems strange indeed that there 
should not bea St. Albert delivery as 
well as one for Fort Saskatchewan, 
especially as the St. Albert delivery is 
much the larger, and there is every 
possibility that at least the outs could 
be supplied right at St. Albert. As to 
wheat, as Mr. Ritchie pointed out in 
his letter of last issue, there is little or 
no seed wheat to be had in the district, 
and there is probably not enough 
barley, but there is certainly abundance 
of oats, and every fair opportunity 
should be given the local farmer to 
supply the demand. 

Above everything, however, whether 
the seed is supplied from Edmonton or 
elsewhere, it should be sound and clean, 
Particular care is necessary in the case 
of oats. It is a settled fact that 
oats may to all appearances be perfect- 
ly sound and good.and yet be damaged 
by frost so that they willnotgrow. This 
certainly is not the case with wheat, 
which will grow when showing signs of 
severe frost. But it being the case 
with oats it is something that requires 
the sharpest attention. The surest test 
is to plant samples of the oats in boxes 
in the house. A few days is sufficient 
to make the test and it should be made 
with all care by everyone who proposes 
te sow oats during the coming season 
as well as those tendering on the seed 
contracts and the government which is 


purchasing the seed.

Tus Butterin has received the pros- 
pectus of the South Alberta mutual 
partnership of industry association. 
This is te be an association of laboring

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people of both sexes, and tke object iis 
to acquire land, to build houses, fac- 
tories, workshops and stores in village 
communities, * * *~ the building 
of a common‘school and churech—the 
school for the teaching of pure secular 
knowledge and the church for the use 
of Christians able to sink all difference 
of creed. The limit of shares anc 
liability of any member is $1,000. The 
whole of the. property acquired to be 
the property of the members in equal 
proportions, and to be under the man- 
agement of directors. The member- 
ship will receive certificates for labor 
done or services rencered on an equal 
basis. ‘The certificates will be accepted 
for goods out of the common store, for 
the occupation of houses or the pay- 
ing for shares. It is expected that land 
will be got from the iaterior department 
for the purpose. It will be life, tire, 
accident and work assurance all com- 
bined. The secretary is Thos. Farrar, 
Lethbridge. The scheme is good in 
theory and is evidently modeled on the 
system of the Mormon church, with 
the religious features left out. It is to 
be feared that this is a fatal defect. For 
nothing short cf the stress of religious 
enthusiasm will make people forego their 
inburn desire to assert their individual- 
ity, as they must in becoming members 
ofa community such as the proposed 
society. 


THe Kootenay district of British 
Columbia is booming and there is a 
rush there now with a prospect of a stiil 
greater rush in the spring. It is just 
possible that this rush business may 
be overdone. That the Kootenay dis- 
trict is one of the richest mining regions 
in the world admits of no doubt, but its 
wealth can only be unlocked by the 
employment of very large capital. The 
investment of the capital is what 
causes the employment of labor. What 
the Kcotensy needs just now is not 
more labor but more capital to be in- 
vested in actual development work, so 
that the demand for labor wili be in- 
creased. At present there are far more 
laboring. men in the Kootenay than 
there is-work for and while hundreds 
are working, other hundreds can- 
not get work. This isa feature of 
the case that men intending to go there 
to look for work would do well to con- 
sider.

LAURIER’S SPEECH. 

The following’ is the concluding portion of 
Laurier’s speech against the second reading 
of the remedial bill.

I respect and I love it; but, 
sir, I am not of that school which has been 
long dominant in France and other countries 
of continents! Europe, which refuses eccle- 
siastics the privilege of having a voice in 
public affairs. No, Iam a Liberal of the 
Englisk school. I Lelieve in that school 
which has all along claimed that it is the 
privilege of all subjects, whether high or low 
whether rich or poor, whether ecclesiastic 
or layman, to participate in the adminis- 
tration of public affairs, to discuss, to influ- 
ence, to persuade, to convinve, but which 
has always denied, even to the highest, the 
right to dictate even to the lowest. I ar. 
here representing not Roman Catholics alone: 
but Protestants as well, and I must give an 
account of my stewardship tw all classes, 
Here am I, a Roman Catholic cf French ex- 
traction, entrusted with the confidence of 
the men who sit around me, with great and 
important duties under our costitutional 
system of government.

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


Epitor BULLETIN: 

Str: I think it is high time that some- 
thing should be done for the protection of 
horses in the municipality of Edmonton. 
The practice, which is and has been very 
common in our midst: that of leaving horses 
tied for hours together exposed to the 
worst of our winter weather, often un- 
blanketed, should be put down.. It is 
not en uncommon thing for the poor 
animals to be left thus for a whole night, 
while their owners are enjoying themselves 
utterly careless and forgetful of their suffer- 
ings, 

What I would suggest is that a by-law 
be framed after the manner of some such 
laws practiced in some parts of the States, 
such as to give the town constable authority 
to take horses ieft in the manner described 
to some livery stable and that the owner 
should not be allowed to recover his animal 
or animals until the livery charges had been 
paid plus $1.00 to be also collected by the 
livery-keeper and handed by him to the 
constable who in turn should hand it over 
to the town clerk. A few cases of such 
penalty imposed would, I think, tend to 
mitigate this evil and cruel practice.

THE BILL. 


Tribune Ottawa despatch of March 9: In 
the house to-day Sir Charles Tupper said : 
“Mr. Speaker, I desire to make the follow- 
ing statement to the house. Since answer- 
ing the question asked a few days ago by 
the member for North Simcoe (Mr. Mc- 
Carthy), the following telegram has been 
received by Sir Donald Smith : 

Winnipeg, March 2, 1896.—Your tele- 
gram has received most careful considera- 
tion of myself and colleagues. While fully 
appreciating all you say, it is quite clear.to 
us that we can only proceed to Cttawa 

for the purpose of holding a conference upon 

the official invitation of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. I fully appreciate your very kind 
offices in this matter. 

(Signed) GREENWAY. 

**In view of the assurance that the 
goyernment of Manitoba is willing to have a 
conference, the government propose, so soon 
as the second reading of the remedial bill is 
carried, to have a conference with Mr. 
Greenway’s government, with a view to 
arrive at a settlement of this question on 
terms that will be satisfactory to his govern- 
ment and the minority of Manitoba, but in 
the meantime to proceed with the question 
before the house, de die in diem, as pre- 
viously arranged. 

The Tribune has the following az to the 
situation in Winnipeg in regard to the 
aoove: A member high in the counsels of 
the party pointed out that the private tele- 
gram to Sir Donald does not mean anything, 
nor does it take any new position. Sir 
Donald’s proper course was certainly to get 
the Dominion government to send an in- 
vitation if they felt so inclined, but all the 
rales of honor forbade him making the tele- 
gram public. The local government do net 
fora minute consider Sir Charles Tupper’s 
statement in the house an invitation, and 
therefore everything will just move along 
as before. The Ottawa government, to get 
out of the difficulty, try to create and re- 
create the impression that the Greenway 
government are all the time trembling on 
the verge of backing down, while nothing 
is further from their thoughts. It is point- 
ed out that Hon. Messrs. Greenway and 
Sifton were once in Ottawa and came away 
again without having yielded, and it is 
more than likely that the same result will 
follow any further visit. While Sir Donald 
‘* gave away ” all that there was to be given 
away and put the local government intea 
false position, still the telegram really does 
not indicate anything that has not been 
known before. This does not exculpate Sir 
Donald from having betrayed the confidence 
placed in him. It was reported about “the 
house this morning that a full statement 
would be made to the house this efternoor, 
but none of the ministers would give the 
least color to the report.

AUDITOR’S REPORT. 1895. 


To the Mayor and Council of the Town of 

Edmonton. 

GENTLEMEN: In accordance with our 
duties as auditors duly appointed by you 
we beg to report as follows : 

We have examined the hooks of the 
municipality, of the treasurer and collector, 
and compared the same with the vouchers 
and receipts and find them correct. 

The books of the municipality kept by 
the town clerk appear to be kept in excel- 
lent order. The only suggestion we have to 
make in regard to them is that in some 
entries such as rebates, cross entries, etc., a 
fuiler explanation might be given in the 
journal, it being the book of criginal entry. 

The treasurer’s cash book was also found 
correct and well kept, but a similar remark 
(zs above) might be made as to the entries 
of payments, as it would not be muck moze 
trouble to insert the name of the payee in 
addition to the number of ,the cheque, aisc 
the number of notes received or dis- 
counted, which would mal% the account 
more intelligible. 

The collector’s books in the early part -of 
the year de not appear to have been kept in 
any definite system, but as a good system 
was inaugurated with tlie 1895 roll and ap- 
pears to be working satisfactorily,no trouble 
need be anticipated on that account. 

There were some discrepancies in the 
marking off the 1894 collector’s roll to 
which we had to refer in order to check 
receipts in 1895 to investigate which 
thoroughly, it would be necessary to go 
through the rolls of 1892, 93, and °94, but 
az the averge amount of these ~ discrepancies 
as far as we went was small, we did not 
think it proper to do this without farther 
instructions from your honorable body. 

There is also an amount of $110.14 due by 
the collector an account of 1894 taxes (or 
arrears) which he is unable to explain. The 
aforesaid investigation might possibly throw 
some light on this. 

Sinking funds. We have looked carefully 
into these and find them in a satisfactory 
condition. Except that the greater part of 
the amount being yet in the savings bank 
and consequently is only drawiag 3} per 
cent. interest, whereas the basis of calcula- 
ticn was 5 per cent. We think something 
should, if possible, be done to improve it in 
this respect. 

Pay cHEcks. Out of an amount of $5.50 
uncailed for pay checks reported in audit of 
1894 $4.50 has been paid leaving $1,00 in 
the hands of the treasurer. 

Relative to the work in checking the 
accounts we have to thank all the officials 
concerned for courtesy extended.

Den Skandinaviske Canadiensaren for 
February is te hand. It is the monthly 
newspaper of the Scandinavian people in 
Western Canada, and is published in Winni- 
peg by John HE. Forslund, who has visited 
Edmonton a number of times in the interests 
of immigration. The number contains 
letters from Leduc and Wetaskiwin and an 
article on Alberta, besides letters and com- 
ments from other localities of Swedish set- 
tlement throughout the west. It also con- 
tains a cut of the Edmonton general hospital. 


A sTATEMENT of the amount of money 
received by the several agricultural societies 
of the North-West has been made in the 
house of Commons. It appears that Ed- 
monton received $123.56 on a membership 
of 58, South Edmonton received $250 on a 
membership of 195, Fort Saskatchewan re- 
ceived $137.44 on a membership of 88, 
Lacombe received $195.96 on a membership 
of 92, Red Deer received $171.88 on a 
membership of 76, Innisfail $157.62 on a 
membership of 74. Grants were paid to 39 
agricultural societies in the North-West in 
all, 


>— 
BEAVER. LAKE (EAST). 


A meeting of the setilers was held at Mr. 
Fane’s on Tuesday, March 7th, to discuss 
local improvements and the provincial 
autonomy question. Messrs. F. Fraser 
Tims, M. L. A., J. F. Forbes and F. 
Marriaggi, of Fort Saskatchewan, were 
present. - 

F. W. Fane was appointed chairman, and 
stated the object of the meeting. He then 
called upon Mr. Tims who gave satisfactory 
reasons why the east side had not been 
granted money for local improvements in 
1895. He stated that a sum would be given 
for that purpose this year. The question 
was, ‘‘ What is required by the people ?” 

Mr. Moody stated that the settlers would 
prefer to be sided in exterminating the 
gophers, which were a serious pest in this 
district. After the matter had been dis- 
cussed by Messrs, G. M. Steele, Henry 
Deby and others, a motion was put and 
carried requesting Mr. Tims to purchase 
gopher traps and peison for the use of the 
settlers ; the same to be given out accord- 
ing to area under cultivation. . 

Mr. Marriaggi wasthen called upon to 
explain the matter of autonomy for Alberta, 
which he did to the best of his ability, re- 
eating the reasons already given at other 
meetings. Mr. Forbes and Mr. Tims also 
spoke in favor, of provincial autonoiny. 
Things seemed to be going along finely, and 
Mr. Tims and his associates felt (apparantly) 
that they had only to produce their petitions 
to secure. a new batch of signatures. If 
they had snch thoughts, they were soon dis- 
pelled, for Messrs. G. M. Steele, Allen 
Procter,:F. W, Fane, A. R. Moody and H. 
8. Stirling in eloquent addresses showed 
conclusively that, though residing sixty-five 
miles from Edmonton, the Beaver-lakers 
are reading men, and able to give pointers 
even to the orators and would-be legislators 
of Fort Saskatchewan. Some very plain 
talking was indulged in, but all in good 
part, and the meeting broke up after votes 
of thanks to the visiting gentlemen and the 
chairman. Mr. Tims read the autonomy 
petition to the assembled settlers, but the 
signing of it is indefinitely postponed, 

I have to chronicle another birthday 
party. This time it was in honor of Miss 
Hattie McCallum, teacher, of Tofield dis- 
trict, and came off at Mr. Angus McCallum’s 
on the 7th iust. Quite a number of young 
folks were present, and passed a very 
pleasant time with games, songs, etc.
